In Belgium, 
and the United States, average decreases of 5:2 per 
cent. and 5-4 per cent. were recorded. In Italy and 
the United Kingdom the declines amounted to 3-3 per 
cent. and 37 per cent. respectively, and in France and 
Germany to 1-8 per cent. and 1-1 per cent. respectively. 
The average prices for the September quarter, 1930, 
were below those for the corresponding quarter of last 
year, by 14°6 per cent. for Belgium, by 14-1 per cent.

Foodstuffs.—During the September quarter food- 
stuffs cheapened by 7:3 per cent., the greatest reduc- 
tion occurring in the last month of the quarter. 
Compared with a year previous, September prices of 
foodstuffs were lower, on the average, by 25-3 per cent. 


Industrial Materials.—Among the groups of indus- 
trial materials, chemical fertilisers alone showed an 
advance, the rise, which between June and September 
amounted to 53 per cent., continuing throughout the 
quarter. All the remaining groups, with the exception 
of tobacco, recorded lower average prices in September 
than in June. The decline was heaviest in the case of 
the rubber group (34:1 per cent.), but substantial re- 
ductions were also shown for fats (98 per cent.), 
textiles (8-5 per cent.), metallurgical products (6-2 per 
cent.), and resinous products (63 per cent.). Fuel 
prices were, on the average, lower in September than 
in June by 4:8 per cent., and those for paper by 5-1 per 
cent. Reductions of between two and four per cent. 
were shown for petroleum products, pottery, glass, 
chemicals, and skins and leather, and of less than one 
per cent. for coal tar and derivatives, and building 
materials. 
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It may be added that in the case of coal tar an 
derivatives, glass, building materials and resinous pro- 
ducts, little or no movement was shown by the index 
numbers during the quarter after reductions in July, 

Compared with a year ago, prices of coal tar, glass. 
chemical! fertilisers and chemicals in September were 
lower, on the average, by between 5 and 10 per 
cent.; fuel and skins and leather by between 10 and 
15 per cent., and tobacco, metallurgical products, 
fats, resinous products and paper by between 15 and 
20 per cent. Textiles were cheaper by about 35 per 
cent., whilst the index for crude rubber was reduced 
by about 60 per cent.

Foods.—As in France and Germany, the September 
quarter was noteworthy for a higher tendency in the 
prices of foods. In continuation of the decline which 
has proceeded throughout the year, the index number 
for foods was lower in July as compared with the pre- 
vious month, but a small advance was recorded in 
August and was maintained in September. food 
prices were lower in September than in June by about 
1 per cent., and lower than in September, 1929, by 
12-9 per cent. 

The index numbers for both vegetable and animal 
foodstuffs were lower in July than in June, but higher 
again in August. In the following month a further 
rise was recorded for animal foodstuffs. Prices in the 
group of vegetable foodstuffs in September averaged 
0-6 per cent. lower than in June. Animal foodstuffs, 
on the other hand, were dearer by 3-4 per cent. 
Compared with prices in September, 1929, vegetable 
foodstuffs were cheaper by 14-0 per cent., and animal 
foodstuffs by 11 per cent. 


Industrial Materials.—The unbroken fall of raw 
material prices was continued in the third quarter, 
when a further decline of 5 per cent. was recorded, 
Semi-finished goods, in spite of a dearer tendency in 
August, were cheaper in September than in June by 
2-3 per cent. Prices of finished goods, which were 
somewhat higher in September, after reductions in 
each of the two previous months, were at about the 
same level at the end of the quarter as at the begin- 
ning. From September, 1929, to September, 1930, 
raw materials declined by 22°8 per cent., semi-finished 
goods by 13-1 per cent., and finished goods by 2°8 per 
cent. 

As in the case of foodstuffs, the July index numbers 
for the industrial groups were reduced as compared 
with the previous month. Subsequent movements of 
the several groups were irregular. Prices of textiles 
continued a downward tendency during the quarter, 
minerals and metals showing a similar movement. On 
the other hand, the commodities in the group of mis- 
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cellaneous products became dearer in August, and 


again in September. JBuilding materials, after 
cheapening further in August, became dearer in 


September.

A further addition to the fall of food prices in May 
and June was recorded in July. In August and Sep- 
tember, however, some recovery was recorded, but 
prices in the latter month were still 1:4 per cent. below 
those for June. Compared with a year previous they 
were lower by 15-6 per cent. 


Prices of raw materials, which declined further in 
July, recovered slightly in the two succeeding months. 
The fall in the prices of semi-finished goods continued 
unchecked during the quarter, while finished goods, 
after a fall in July, remained relatively unchanged in 
price during the rest of the quarter. For raw materials, 
the net decrease of prices between June and Septem- 
br amounted to 3-2 per cent., for semi-finished goods 
to 67 per cent., and in the case of finished goods to 
24 per cent. Compared with a year ago, raw materials 
were cheaper in September by an average of 17:0 per 
cent., semi-finished goods by 216 per cent., and finished 
products by 10-5 per cent. 

The constituent industrial groups, with the excep- 
lion of hides and leather products, and fuel and light- 
ing, which recovered slightly in September, fell ste: adily 
during the third quarter. Prices in the group of textile 
products showed the most considerable movement, 
their net decrease over the period amounting to 8-1 
per cent. Hides and leather, metals and metal pro- 
ducts, and building materials, were, on the average, 
cheaper in September than June by 3-3 per cent., 
‘8 per cent., and 4-0 per cent. respectively. In the 
tuel and lighting group, quotations averaged about the 
same at the end of the quarter as at the beginning. For 
house furnishing goods, a net decrease of 0°8 per cent. 
was shown. 

Compared with a year ago, prices of textile products 
were lower in September by about 19 per cent. Hides 
‘nd leather products, metals and metal products, and 
building materials, showed reductions of just over 10 
per cent., while for fuel and lighting, and chemicals 
and drugs, ‘uenennte of between 5 and 10 per cent.

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THE ROYAL STATISTICAL 
SOCIETY. 


‘THE NATIONAL CAPITAL.” 


At the first meeting of the Session of the Royal Statis- 
tical Society, held on Tuesday, November 18, the newly- 
elected President, Sir Josiah Stamp, opened the pro- 
ceedings by presenting the Guy Medal in gold to Mr. 
A. W. Flux for his distinguished services to statistical 
science. 

Sir Josiah devoted his presidential address to a con- 
sideration of the National Capital. He said that there 
had been no detailed investigation or computation since 
his own for 1914 of £14,310 million, and that all sabse- 
quent references to national capital had been based 
thereon with rough modifications and additions. It had 
been well-nigh impossible to construct a post-war esti- 
mate with any success until recently because over no 
period had the conditions remained stable for suff- 
cientiy long. It was necessary to take the actual flow 
of income over a definite year, and then to compute its 
capital value according to the economic outlook and 
views obtaining during that year; but, unfortunately, 
at the time the figures “of income had become available, 
the conditions for capitalisation were completely 
changed. There had been no point of time since the 
war when the outlook existing at the period over which 
any particular figures extended had not been completely 
falsified at the time of availability. The effect of the 
Excess Profits Duty, and then the effect of the inflation 
and the slump of 1920, the return to the gold standard 
and the recent collapse in prices, were all disturbing 
factors. But the time had come when, bearing in mind 
that capitalising factors had changed, it was possible to 
compute the national capital by the direct or ‘* Giffen ”’ 
method as for the year ended March 31, 1928, according 
to the general economic outlook towards the end of that 
year. 

A number of new and very baffling problems had 
arisen which the old methods were inadequate to deal 
with properly. The restriction of rents, housing subsi- 
dies, large governmental expenditure on roads, etc., all 
raised curious problems of valuation. But the most 
important of all was the proper treatment of the colossal 
National Debt, the old method of merely deducting 
the National Debt from the value of State property 
being no longer appropriate. 

Sir Josiah Stamp went into great detail as to the 
influence of public expenditure upon private values and 
the extent to which borrowed money for such purposes 
was a mortgage upon capital assets only or upon the 
whole future incomes, including wages, of the country. 
He came to the conclusion that the conventional 
method tended slightly to exaggerate gross wealth and 
slightly to understate the net wealth of the community. 
He was more concerned to lay down a new technique 
of computation against which future years could be com- 
pared, than to bridge completely the gulf between 1914 
and 1927. Nevertheless, the results reached were con- 
sistent with the view that we had spent the whole of 
our natural savings for about six years and lost a quarter 
of our foreign investments, and then saved somewhere 
about 450 millions a year for the next eight years. He 
gave his new estimate in great detail, dealing by a new 
method with the problem: of ‘‘ unrevealed values ”’ in 
Stock Exchange securities, and also using different 
multipliers for that portion of the total trading profits 
which went into debenture interest, preference and 
ordinary dividends respectively. He reached a total of 
£24,445 million gross, or £18,045 million net, with 
statistical approximation, or extreme margin of pos- 
sible doubt, of £1,350 million. He said that the net 
figure had the prior claim to consideration under the 
term ‘‘ National Wealth,’’ because it would register 
automatically all kinds of savings, whereas the gross 
figure did not register savings “through the Sinking 
Fund. He compared the results with those roughly 
arrived at by the ‘‘ multiplier ’’ for estates, and said 
that they came on the first approximation to within a 
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thousand million pounds, but a detailed examination of 
the differences was not attempted. 


The uses to which the estimates of National Wealth 
might be put when classified were as follows :— 


(1) Tests of “* progress ’’ by way of comparisons be- 
tween different years, to show the accumula- 
tion of capital; tests of the distribution of 
wealth, according to the form or embodiment 
which wealth takes ; of the effects or changes in 
the rate of interest or in the value of money.

(2) Tests of the relative ‘‘ prosperity ’’ or resources 
of different nations or communities, either as a 
whole or per head of the population, and in 
relation to their national debts. 


(3) Comparisons of income with capital and property. 


(4) Considerations of the distribution of wealth 
according to individual fortunes, and changes 
in that distribution. 


(5) Consideration of the applicability and yield of 
schemes of taxation, e.g., the capital levy. 


(6) Questions relating to war indemnities. 


ICELAND. 
ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Iceland is in many ways a fortunate country, writes 
the Commercial Secretary, H.M. Legation, Copen- 
hagen, in a Report to the Department of Overseas 
Trade. It is not called upon to incur expenditure in 
the maintenance of an army and navy. It has no 
urgent social problems; there is next to no poverty, 
and no unemployment: indeed, Iceland lacks sufficient 
labour at certain seasons; the working people are well 
remunerated and earn enough during the ‘‘ peak ’”’ 
season to tide over the slack periods. 


Being largely dependent on the fisheries and, to a 
much less extent, on agricultural crops, Iceland is in 
the position of being obliged to import nearly every 
other necessity of life. It is by the successful exploita- 
tion of these two industries, dependent on climatic 
conditions, that the islanders live and pay their way. 
The country appears to flourish at the present time, 
and the impression gained is one of general well-being. 
Indications of material progress are numerous. Roads 
are being rapidly made and improved; bridges have 
been and are being constructed in large numbers, and 
communications have been greatly extended during 
the past few years. The building of better houses is 
being carried on all over the island; Reykjavik is being 
gradually rebuilt. Agriculture is receiving the financial 
support of the Government. The growth and moderni- 
sation of the fishing fleet and the establishment of 
numerous factories for the manufacture of fish by-pro- 
ducts have been the most notable achievement of Ice- 
land in recent years. 


Progress has been rapid—too rapid, however, in the 
opinion of some of the principal business men—for it 
has been accompanied by an enormous increase in 
national expenditure during the past fifteen years. 
Price levels have risen considerably—at most, how- 
ever, three-fold—during this period, while expenditure 
has been out of all proportion to this ratio. In 1915, 
2,704,000 kroner sufficed to cover the expenses of 
Government. This rose to some ten millions in 1924, 
to thirteen millions in 1928, and to sixteen millions in 
1929, and it is probable that this upward tendency will 
continue. 


FISHERIES. 


The results of the 1929-30 season were very satis- 
factory, as a record catch of fish was disposed of with 
profit. It is not yet possible to forecast the results of 
the current fishing season, but indications are that a 
production of cured fish, exceeding the record of the 
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previous season, will have to be dealt with. Producers 
of cured codfish recognise that with the increased pro. 
duction during the past years they must seek new out. 
lets for their product. The principal purchasers are 
Spain and Italy, but in recent years exporters haye 
begun to ship larger quantities of fish to Portugal. 

The trade in iced-fish, almost exclusively with Great 
Britain, absorbs quantities of fish, but Iceland hopes 
to develop a large and remunerative export of frozen 
fresh fish to other markets. Important developments 
in the frozen fish industry are under consideration. An 
Anglo-American concern proposes to erect six or seven 
plants in different parts of Iceland and to export the 
fish to Great Britain and Central European markets, 
A concession has been granted by the Icelandic Govern. 
ment, and the construction of the plant will be under. 
taken when the arrangements for the provision of the 
necessary capital—some 20 million kr. is mentioned 
—have been completed. 


FOREIGN ‘TRADE. 

In comparison with the size of the population the 
total foreign trade of Iceland is larger than that of 
most other countries. The growth of the import and 
export trade during past years is shown in the following 
table :—

The fall in the value of exports last year as com- 
pared with 1928 was due to the lower prices prevailing. 
Imports during the first six months of 1930 amounted 
to 26,697,000 kr., a decrease of over three million kr. as 
against the corresponding period of 1929. Exports fell 
to 19,494,000 kr. from 21,340,000 kr. 

Denmerk occupies a prominent position in Iceland's 
foreign trade, but Icelandic producers tend more and 
more to do their export trade direct with foreign con- 
sumers. Importers also show a tendency to direct 
trading, although the change in their case is not so 
rapid. 


British SHARE IN ICELANDIC TRADE. 


The British share in Icelandic exports is increasing 
steadily, if slowly, in volume. Great Britain is, after 
Spain, the chief purchaser of the island’s products, and 
is followed by Norway, Italy and Denmark. In 
1928, 16-4 per cent. of all exports went to the British 
market. Great Britain’s position in regard to the im- 
port trade is of much greater importance: in 1928 
Great Britain contributed no less than 31-4 per cent. 
of all imports—the largest proportion of any country, 
Denmark ranking next with 29-4 per cent. Germany 
occupied third place with 12:6 per cent. German 1m- 
ports showed a steady increase in the years 1925-26. 
In 1925 Germany’s share was but 5-7 per cent. This 
rose to 10-8 per cent. in 1926 and to 11:3 per cent. 0 
1927. 

As far as can be ascertained, the progress made by 
German trade seems to be due to the fact that that 
country has gained ground in certain groups of metr- 
chandise, viz., manufactures of iron and steel, other 
metal goods, chemicals, manufactures of paper, 
textiles and cordage. Other countries, including Great 
Britain, can also point to increased imports in some 
of these groups, but the German share is proportion- 
ately greater. 

The chief articles of import from Great Britain are 
coal, textiles, mineral oils, cereals, wearing apparel, 
iron and steel goods, cordage, colonial produce and 
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fruits. British merchants and manufacturers appear 
to canvass the market in a satisfactory manner and 
there does not seem to be any reason to think that 
British trade is losing ground. There appears to be a 
genuine sympathy with Great Britain and a desire to 
purchase British goods as far as possible. It is not 
easy to suggest branches of import where the British 
share could be increased, either because British prices 
are said to be too high or because the foreign article is 
preferred for its greater suitability to local needs. For 
instance, the import of iron bars, rods, etc., reaches— 
for this market—quite considerable dimensions. Great 
Britain’s share is insignificant, simply because German 
rices are more favourable. 

The British exporter who desires to enter the Ice- 
landic trade should bear in mind that, by comparison 
with other countries, the market is limited, and he 
should first endeavour to ascertain the actual volume 
of trade in the articles in which he is interested. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC. 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS. 


The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffic per working day for each 
month from January, 1929, to October, 1930, are 
shown below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, Sav- 
ings Bank, and Money and Postal Order business are 
excluded. The value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamp and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage. 

Corresponding figures for earlier months from 
January, 1924, were given in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 19, 
1928, and January 23, 1980:—

DYESTUFFS (IMPORT REGULATION) ACT. 
PENDING LAPSE. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. Brooke 
isked the President of the Board of Trade if he could 
state What is the position of the Government in regard 
to the expiry of the Dyestuffs Act, now imminent. 

Mr. W. Graham, in reply, said :— 

Yes, Sir. 

The Government have given full and careful con- 
sideration to the position in respect of the Dyestuffs 
(Import Regulation) Act, 1920, in the light of the 
Report of the Dyestuffs Industry Development Com- 
mittee, 

The Act provided for the safeguarding of the dye- 
Making industry by a system of prohibition subject 
to licensing, and it was expressly provided in 
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Section 5 of the Act that it should continue in force 
for a period of ten years and no longer. That clearly 
indicated the opinion of the framers of the Act that a 
period of ten years should be sufficient to enable the 
industry to become firmly established and thereafter 
to meet international competition unaided. The com- 
prehensive Report of the Dyestuffs Industry Develop- 
ment Committee shows that the industry has now 
reached a stage at which it is capable of meeting a 
very large proportion of the requirements of dyestuff 
users In the United Kingdom and of carrying on an 
increasing export trade, and the manufacturers have 
indicated their ability to meet normal! foreign com- 
petition in respect of prices. It appears then that the 
object of the Act has been attained. 

The Government have also had under considera- 
tion representations from all the interests affected, in- 
cluding the users of dyestuffs and the organisations 
of employers and operatives in the textile industries of 
Lancashire and Yorkshire. These using industries 
have represented that the burden of developing the 
dyestuffs industry during the period of the Act has 
fallen mainly upon them, and that there is in present 
circumstances no justification for the continuance of 
the Act beyond the period originally contemplated. 

The Government have decided that the Dyestuffs 
(Import Regulation) Act shall be allowed to lapse at 
the appointed date, that is, on January 15 next. 


H.M. TRADE COMMISSIONER SERVICE. 
OFFICE TO BE OPENED IN JAMAICA. 

The Department of Overseas Trade notifies that a 
Branch Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Office 
in the British West Indies will be opened in Jamaica 
early in the new year. When the post has been opened 
a further announcement will be made giving the address 
to which communications should be sent. 

Mr. H. Massie-Blomfield, M.A., T.D., has been ap- 
pointed to take charge of the new office, and will be 
available at the Department of Overseas Trade from 
December 8 to 10 to interview British firms inter- 
ested in trade with Jamaica and British Honduras. 

Mr. Massie-Blomfield was employed in the Egyptian 
Civil Service from 1904 to 1909, when he was appointed 
Assistant Inspector in the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, attaining the rank of Inspector in 1918. He 
served with His Majesty's forces during the war, and 
acted as Assistant Political Officer and Blockade Officer 
in Mesopotamia, and as Deputy-Military Governor in 
Palestine. He holds the rank of Captain in the Terri- 
torial Army. Since 1923 he has served as Intelligence 
Officer in the Department of Overseas Trade.

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926. 
NEW DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL: WROUGHT 
TRON ENAMELLED HOLLOW-WARE.

Act, 1926, a draft Order-in-Council was laid before 
Parliament on November 12, requiring wrought 
enamelled hollow-ware of iron and steel of a descrip- 
tion commonly used for domestic purposes to bear an 
indication of origin on importation into and on sale or 
exposure for sale in the United Kingdom.

INSURANCE IN HUNGARY. 

Decree No. 130,623, of November 17, 1923, enforced 
certain provisions relative to the State control of insur- 
ance companies. ‘Translations have recently been re- 
ceived in the Department of Overseas Trade of amend- 
ing Decrees which deal respectively with : 

(1) The keeping of a register of securities «and 
assets constituting the premium reserve, and 

(2) The power of the State supervision authorities to 
dissolve Hungarian companies and to prohibit the 
activity of foreign companies in Hungary if for two 
years they display no activity or so little as to make it 
appear unlikely that their obligations will be met. 

Information has also been received that the embargo 
on the issue of licences for the establishment of insur- 
ance companies in Hungary, originally imposed on 
June 25, 1926, has been further renewed until June 30, 
1932.

DECLINES IN PASSENGER AND FREIGHT TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding 
season-ticket holders) taken on all standard-gauge railways 
in Great Britain in August was 112,852,978, a decrease 
compared with August, 1929, of 7,592,937, or 6:3 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares fell 
by 4,693,572, and those at standard or ordinary fares by 
2,899,365. The receipts from passengers (excluding season- 
ticket holders) showed a decline of £814,961, or 9-8 per 
cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan District 
Railway be omitted, the figures show a decrease in journeys 
of 7,364,802, or 7-6 per cent., and a shrinkage in receipts 
of £809,474. or 10-1 per cent. For all companies the 
receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcel post) were £908,057 less than in August, 
1929. The coaching train miles showed a decrease of 
382,569, or 1-4 per cent. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 22,871,548, a decline compared with 
August, 1929, of 4,746,052 tons, or 17-2 per cent. Freight 
train receipts amounted to £7,536,537, a decrease of 
£1,284,570, or 14-6 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 1,074,965 less than in August, 1929, a decrease of 
8-9 per cent. The average train load declined from 1304 
to 1254 tons, and the net ton-miles per engine-hour from 
4561 to 452. 


ROAD VEHICLES IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


A return has been issued by the Ministry of Transport 
giving particulars of the number of motor vehicles regis- 
tered for the first time under the Roads Act, 1920, during 
September.

STUDIES IN REINFORCED CONCRETE. 
III.—CREEP OR FLOW OF CONCRETE 
UNDER LOAD. 


The progressive movement which occurs in concrete, as 
a direct result of the load imposed on it, has been variously 
called creep, flow, plastic flow, plastic yield and time yield, 
The phenomenon is similar in many respects to what has 
long been known in metallurgy as creep or flow. Since 
the movement appears to be more in the nature of a 
viscous flow, the terms creep or flow are used throughout 
the *Paper under review. 

Although certain preliminary experiments on creep were 
in progress at the Building Research Station some years 
ago in connection with the investigation of the shrinkage 
of concrete, the immediate importance of obtaining careful 
measurements on creep were not fully appreciated until the 
results of other tests (by Dr. O. Faber) on the progressive 
deflections of beams were available. 

The work of the Station has proved decisively that the 
conclusions reached from these other tests are correct in 
substance and that the methods of stress calculation 
advanced may be accepted as giving an approximation to 
the stresses that will actually occur. 

The magnitudes of the errors involved by the use of 
approximate method, i.e., the use of an ‘“effective”’ 
modulus of elasticity are also analysed in the present Paper. 

The Technical Paper provides an outstanding contribu- 
tion to the knowledge of the properties of concrete and 
reinforced concrete, and the results are of vital importance.

FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST, 


Imports during the month under review totalled 
£6,881,648, as compared with £12,488,415 in August, 1929, 
a decline of £5,606,767 in the total import trade when 
compared with the corresponding month of the previous 
vear, states the Department of Trade and Customs, Can- 
berra. The decline in imports was general to most items, 
the principal groups of commodities showing decreased 
imports being metals and manufactures, £815,120, as com- 
pared with £2,351,148 in August, 1929; textiles, £1,445,119 
(£2,707,744); petrol, £369,686 (£564,594); machines and 
machinery, £912,788 (£1,164,197); apparel and attire, 
£181,370 (£505,497); yarns and manufactured fibres, 
£244,820 (£391,960); rubber and manufactures, £61,049 
(£160,535) ; tobacco, ete., £38,731 (£252,295) ; spiritous and 
alcoholic liquors, £21,674 (£100,089); paper, £330,310 
(£470,984), and timber, £106,088 (£322,794). Imports 
comprised merchandise £6,847 ,667 (£12,459,219) and bullion 
and specie £33,981 (£29,196).

BRITISH INDIA. 
WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for 
the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 

Calcutta, November 17.—During the week ended Novem- 
ber 16 rainfall was nearly general in Malabar, Tenasserim 
and on the Coromandel Coast on one day. Elsewhere the 
weather was dry or there were a few local falls of rain. 


CROPS. 


Madras, November 8.—Rainfall has been heavy during 
the past week in parts of the Carnatic and on the West 
Coast; moderate rain has fallen elsewhere. The condition 
of crops is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, November 10.—Rain has fallen 
throughout the provinces except in Champaran and 
Muzaffarpur ; there has been heavy rain in Hazaribugh and 
Ranchi and light rain elsewhere. The condition of stand- 
ing crops, winter rice and sugar cane is generally good. 
Standing crops have been slightly damaged by rain in 
parts of the Santhal Perganas, by insect pests in Ranchi 
and by floods in Orissa. In the Feudatory States of Orissa 
and Chota Nagpur the weather has been seasonable and 
occasionally cloudy; sugar cane and rabi are thriving. 

Punjab, November 10.—The weather has been dry and 
rain is badly needed in the south-eastern and western 
districts. The condition and prospects of standing irri- 
gated crops are average to good and of unirrigated crops 
below the average to average. Cotton has been damaged 
by bollworm in parts of Shahpur and sugar cane by 
insects in Rohtak. 

United Provinces, November 8.—There has been hardly 
any rain. Orops have been damaged by hail in Dehra 
Dun, by drought in Bareilly, by insects in Meerut and by 
floods in the Etawah districts. Standing crops are doing 
well and the prospects are favourable.

CANADA. 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TOURS ABROAD. 


On October 16 representative members of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce sailed from Vancouver to Japan and 
China, with a view to the promotion of closer trade rela- 
tions between Canada and the Orient. This tour, states the 
Royal Bank of Canada, is a new phase of the work of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and one well calculated to produce 
new outlets for the products of Canadian industry and 
agriculture. 

Early in 1931 the Chamber will send a delegation on a 
visit to Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Cuba and Uruguay. The 
purpose of this trip is to promote further development in 
the trade relationship between Canada and Latin America. 
The members of this party will arrive in Buenos Aires at the 
time of the British Empire Trade Fair, which will be held 
between March 14 and April 27.

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily Press, show that, in 
the first nine months of 1930, the value of French imports 
from Great Britain amounted to 3,967 million francs, as 
against 4,402 million frs. in the first nine months of 1929, a 
decrease of 435 million frs. There was a fall in imports 
trom Argentina, Brazil, Canada, Egypt, Greece, Italy, 
Portugal, Spain, Turkey and the U nited States, but a rise 


in those from all other foreign countries separately classified 


in the returns. 

The value of exports to Great Britain in the period under 
review amounted to 5,239 million frs., as against 5,702 mil- 
lion frs. in the same months of last year, a decrease of 
463 million frs. There was a rise in exports to Denmark, 
Holland, Norway, Roumania and Sweden, but a fall in those 
to all other countries separately classified. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries in the 
first nine months of 1930 amounted to 34,444 million frs., as 
against 38,604 million frs. in the corresponding period of 
1929, a decrease of 4,160 million frs., and that of exports 
to 26,139 million frs., as against 30,362 million frs., a 
decrease of 4,223 million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries consequentiy 
showed an unfavourable balance for the first nine months 
oi 1930 of 8,305 million frs., as compared with one of 8,242 
million frs. in the first nine months of 1929. Her trade with 
her colonies and protectorates, on the other hand, showed a 
favourable balance of 1,719 million frs., as against 1,390 
uillion frs.

ESTONIA.

The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total turn- 
over of foreign trade during September last was 18,173,400 
kroons, imports representing 8,093,600 kr., as against 
10,923,400 kr. in September, 1929, while exports totalled 
10,079,800 kr. and 11,858,500 kr. respectively, a balance in 
favour of exports of 1,986,200 kr. The total value of 
imports for the nine months of 1930 was 76,269,800 kr., as 
against 94,360,400 kr. in the corresponding period of last 
year, while exports totalled 73,337,000 kr. and 87,010,200 kr.

TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER. 

During the first three quarters of 1930, the total value 
of imports was 1,906°6 million frs., and that of exports 
1,333-9 million frs., as compared with 2,012-2 and 1,538-0 
million frs. respectively during the corresponding period 
of 1929. The excess of imports over exports was thus 572-7 
million frs., the latter having covered the former to the 
extent of 69-8 per cent. The corresponding figures for 
1929 were 474-2 million frs. and 76-4 per cent. respectively. 


TURKEY. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Istanbul reports 
that during the month under review imports amounted in 
value to £T.i1,301,685, as against £T.34,142,513 during the 
corresponding month of 1929, while exports totalled 
£T.8,099,110 and £T.6,299,220 respectively. 

The chief imports were:—Cotton piece - goods, 
£T.2,528,531; iron and steel manufactures, £T.1,278,662; 
machinery, £T.871,196; mineral oils, £T.697,142, and 
sugar, £T.612,586.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
THE DELAY IN TRADE REVIVAL. 


The business situation showed no clear indication of deci- 
sive change during October, states the National City Bank of 
New York. Some signs of improvement can be found, and a 
number of them are quite encouraging, but none of them is 
yet important enough to give definite assurance that the 
turn has taken place. 

Since business men had been counting on some sort of a 
recovery this autumn it is natural that this failure of their 
hopes to materialise should have had a depressing effect. 
As usual, this disappointment has found reflection in the 
stock market, and business sentiment has had another sink- 
ing spell that has tended to put a damper on recovery. 

There is no denying that industry and trade have had a 
great deal to contend with during the past month, and the 
political turmoil existing in so many important areas abroad 
has tended to keep business uncertain. 

If it be true that the problems now pressing for solution. 
involving as they do such questions as international debts, 
tariffs, destinies of empire, and readjustments of industry 
and agriculture everywhere to a new scale of values, are 
more complex than those of 1921—and here it would be well 
to make allowance for the human tendency always to regard 
current difficulties as the most perplexing ever experienced 

there would still seem to be no reason for failing to face 
the future with confidence. Trade throughout practically 
all countries has been so depressed that an increase would 
seem necessary before long if only to take care of the barest 
needs of consumption. 


DEPRESSION PROBABLY AT BoTToM. 


Considering the months of reaction now behind us, as well 
as the depths to which the decline has gone, there can be 
little doubt but that the depression in this country is scrap- 
ing bottom. It will be recognise d, however, that the coming 
months are not months in which decisive upward movements 
are likely to be initiated. During the winter, building con- 
struction and outdoor work are naturally slowed down, and 
traffic and trade over large sections of the country are 
hampered by the weather. Hence, with large numbers ot 
workers already out of jobs, unemployment seems likely to 
get worse before it gets better, both by reason of the slack 
season and the tendency for industry everywhere to reduce 
costs through greater use of labour-saving devices and 
methods. 

Such conditions, while calling for whole-hearted public 
support of unemployment relief measures, should not lead 
to a distorted view of the business situation. If the falling 
off in activity proves to be no greater than usual for the 
winter season, business can be counted as having made a

BRITISH EMPIRE, 


CANADA. 


OF CERTIFICATES OF VALUE AND 
ORIGIN. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 1! 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 30 (pages 534-5), it should be noted 
that Memorandum No. 149, revised, issued by the Canadiat 
Department of National Revenue on October 20, states that 
entries may be accepted on forms of invoices heretofore pre 
scribed until February 1 next. It is further stated that the 
reduction from one-half to one-third of the requirement 0!

under the British Preferential Tariff is effective on and 
after December 1 next. 


The above Memorandum also embodies a revised sum- 
mary from the Customs Laws and Regulations concerning 
Canadian requirements in respect of goods exported to 
Canada. The matters dealt with are arranged under the 
following heads, viz.: (1) Marks and numbers on packages, 

waybills and invoices; (2) invoices; (3) currency certificates ; 
(4) freight allowances (details to be shown on invoices) ; 
(5) valuation for duty; (6) specified classes of goods to be 
marked with the country of origin; (7) appendices showing 
the approved forms of invoice and certificates of value and 
origin for goods which enter Canada under the General 
Tariff, under Treaty or Convention rates and under the 
British Preferential Tariff.

TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF KNITTED 
FABRICS. 

With reference to the amendments of the Canadian 
Customs Tariff enacted on September 22 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ 
of October 2, pages 408-17, and October 9, page 443), H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Toronto reports that he has been 
informed by the Canadian authorities that knitted fabrics 
formerly covered by Tariff items 542, 554(b), 554(c), 560(c) 
and 561(a), are now held to be dutiable under Tariff item 
568, which provides for knitted garments, knitted under- 
wear and knitted goods, n.o.p., the duties being 25 per 
cent. ad valorem under the British Preferential Tariff 
and the Intermediate Tariff and 45 per cent. ad valorem 
under the General Tariff. 

[A rebate of 10 per cent. is allowed from the British 
Preferential rate on British goods conveyed without tran- 
shipment into a river or seaport of Canada. | 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES. 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


Recent Notifications have made the following modifica- 
tions in the Customs Tariff of the Federated Malay States, 
with effect from October 1, viz. :— 

Sugar—formerly duty-free, now pays 1 cent per Ib. 

Cartridges other than such as are included in Sect. 19 
of ‘‘The Explosives Enactment, 1904’’—formerly duty- 
free, now pay 10 dollars per thousand. 

Petrol—duty increased from 15 to 25 cents per gallon. 

Tobacco—duties altered to the following :—

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


CERTAIN ADDITIONAL DUTIES TEMPORARILY 
SUSPENDED. 


A Proclamation of the Governor of Newfoundland, dated 
September 30, suspends for a further year, until Septem- 
ber 30 next, the operation of Section 17 of ‘‘ The Revenue 
Act, 1925,’’ which provides for the levy of additional duties 
on flour, pork, butter, tobacco, kerosene, corn meal, hay, 
dats, potatoes, turnips, cabbage and unenumerated 
vegetables, imported from countries the fishermen of which 
are privileged to take codfish from Newfoundland waters 
and which levy duties on imported fish of Newfoundland 
origin. 


SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE. 
DUTY ON MATCHES. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of an Ordinance 
(No. 10 of 1930) which fixes the Customs duty on matches 
imported into the Somaliland Protectorate as follows :—

per standard box of approximately 60 matches... 3 pies 
per box larger than standard size 6 pies 


The former rate of duty was 15 per cent. ad valorem.

FOREIGN. 


ARGENTINA. 
MARKING OF IMPORTED EGGS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Buenvs 
Aires has forwarded translation of a Decree which provides 
that, after April 1 next, all eggs imported into Argentina 
must be marked with the words ‘‘ Importado-Conservado ’ 
(imported-preserved). Eggs of national production which 
are preserved by any of the approved methods are to be 
marked with the word ‘‘ Conservado’”’ (preserved). 

Regulations which are to be issued may authorise the use 
of words other than ‘‘ Importado”’ or ‘‘ Conservado,”’ but 
conveying the same meaning. 


COSTA RICA. 
INVOICE REQUIREMENTS 


H.M. Consul at San Jose has forwarded translation of a 
Decree regarding the documents required for shipments to 
Costa Rica in place of the Consular invoice, which, as 
notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 6, is no longer 
necessary. 

The Decree provides that the Consular invoice is to be 
replaced by the original commercial invoice of the shipper, 
which must be presented in triplicate, together with the bill 
of lading and clearance application at the respective 
Customs House. 

The commercial invoice must contain the following 
details: (a) name and address of shipper, (b) place and 
date of shipment, (c) name and full address of consignee, 
(d) port of embarkation, (e) port of destination, (f) vessel 
and date of sailing, (g) marks, numbers, quantity and class 
oi container or package, (h) contents of each package and 
specification in detail by articles; (7) net weight of each 
article and gross weight of each package, (j) detailed value 
of each article and amount of total expenses to port of 
destination, (4) country of origin of the goods, and (1) 
signature of shipper or his authorised representative. 

In the case of the following articles, the invoice must also 
contain the number of units comprised in the original 
order: Aeroplanes, arms of all kinds, bicycles and motor 
cycles, hydraulic pumps, iron safes, steam boilers, cars and 
carriages, automobiles and trucks, tractors, cinematograph 
apparatus, water closets, lavatories, filters, forges, rubber 
tyres, radio apparatus, billiard tables, boats, cash registers, 
bedsteads of all kinds, rail and tram cars, stoves, fire ex- 


tinguishers, gramophones, fumigators, locomotives, caleu- 
lating and adding machines, sewing machines, sugar- 


boiling pans, typewriters, weighing machines, 
windmills, motors of all kinds, furniture, pianos and 
pianolas, electric irons, iron and wooden tanks, cane-crush- 
ing machines, and any other articles which may be notified 
later. 

The invoice must be made out in Spanish and the 
numerical details contained therein must be expressed in 
the decimal system. <A space or column must be left for 
observations or remarks. 

Customs officials will not grant clearance unless the 
shipper’s invoice contains all the above-mentioned details. 

In cases where, owing to the lack of the shipper’s invoice, 
a pro-forma invoice is presented to the Customs, this must 
contain the details specified above, and merchants are re- 
quired, under penalty, to present the original invoice within 
a period of 120 days. 

The same procedure governs the presentation of invoices 
for goods sent by parcel post in so far as current Postal 
Conventions are not opposed thereto.

FRANCE. 
IMPORT OF AFRICAN CATTLE PROHIBITED. 


The French ‘“ Journal Officiel ’’? of November 11 contains 
an Order, dated November 8, which prohibits temporarily 
the import into France of cattle from Africa. 


HUNGARY. 
IMPORTATION OF GLUES. 


In virtue of a Government Decree, dated October 11, 
goods originating in countries which have not concluded 
Commercial Treaties with Hungary, may be subjected, on 
importation, to the requirement of a special permit. 

A Ministerial Decree of the same date, issued under the 
above provisions, applies the import permit requirement to 
all kinds of glue, artificial glue and glue substitutes (falling 
under No. 365 of the Hungarian Customs Tariff) imported 
from non-Treaty countries. 

Imports of glues originating in the United Kingdom and 
other countries having commercial treaties with Hungary 
must be accompanied by certificates of origin. 


"IRAQ. 
IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED. 


The High Commissioner for ’Iraq reports by telegraph 
that, as from November 9, the Customs duties on all goods 
imported into ’Iraq have been increased by 10 per cent., 
except in the case of certain specified articles on which 
the duties have been increased by 20 per cent., of which 
the following are the most important :—wearing apparel, 
alcoholic liquors, foodstuffs, motor cars and accessories, 
tobacco and carpets. 

The duties are to be calculated under the former Tariff 
and the above increases added as a percentage surtax. 


MADAGASCAR. 
DUTIES ON WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of November 8 contains a 
Decree, dated November 6, which provides for the with- 
drawal of the duty-free admission into Madagascar of 
foreign (non-French) wheat, spelt and meslin, and the im- 
position thereon of the following import duties :—

NICARAGUA.

SPAIN. 
ASSESSMENT OF DUTY ON MACHINERY. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
has forwarded translation of a Circular recently issued by 
the Directorate-General of Customs dealing with the pro. 
cedure to be followed in order to enable machines and 
machinery which, owing to their bulk, have to be shipped in 
parts, to be assessed for duty under the Tariff headings 
applicable to complete machines and not at the rates of 
duty applicable to the various parts. 


The provisions of the Circular are as follows :— 


(1) The fact that the consignment is to be imported in parts 
must be notified in advance to the Directorate-General of 
Customs, and the “ instancia ’’ submitted must be accompanied 
by two plans of the plant or machinery to be imported in parts, 
specifying and numbering therein the parts into which it is 
to be divided, and a list of the parts which comprise each 
consignment, with their respective numbers and marks, which 
must coincide with those on the plans, and with a statement 
of the number, class, and nature of the parts, and the weight 
of each. 


(2) The decision authorising the importation in parts having 
been given, one of the plans and a copy of the statement of 
parts corresponding to the various parcels, will be forwarded 
to the Customs House concerned, When it is not possible to 
send these statements with the petition, they will be attached 
to the respective Declaration of Clearance, 


(3) When the first clearance is made, the plan of the plant 
or complete machine, as well as the list of the parts comprising 
the partial consignment to be imported, must be attached to 
the declaration and duly signed and stamped; and in subse- 
quent consignments the list of parts comprised in each 
declaration must be attached. 


(4) All the detailed declarations referring to the partial con- 
signments which are being imported will be retained in the 
Customs House until the complete plant or machinery in ques- 
tion has been imported, and a record will be attached to the 
first declaration giving particulars of all the other declarations 
under which the material has been cleared, and stating that, 
after verification of the parts imported, these have been 
mounted to complete the machines figuring in the plan and 
they will be detailed in the record, 


(5) The period for the total importation of the machinery 
must not exceed six months, 


(6) Machines which form part of the plant will be assessed 
under the various Tariff items in which they may figure, each 
one being considered as if it had been imported as a whole 
in one consignment for purposes of assessing the weight on 
which the classification in many cases is based. 


(7) On the statements accompanying the Customs documents, 
the Actuarial Inspector will stamp the Tariff Item correspond- 
ing to the parts mentioned therein, this being important for 
arriving at the total weight of each machine. 


(8) The interested parties must give a guarantee, sufficient, 
in the judgment of the Customs Administrator, to meet the 
difference between the duties payable on complete machinery 
or plant and those payable on incomplete parts of machinery, 
such guarantee to be cancelled or made effective, according to 
the final result after the whole consignment has been cleared. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


RULES OF PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE OF 
THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


The Board of Trade have now received a copy of the 
Rules of Practice and Procedure of the United States 
Tariff Commission in administration of Section 336 of the 
Tariff Act (the ‘‘ Flexible Tariff ’’ Provisions). The rules 
contain the following information regarding the factors 
which will be considered by the Commission in connection 
with applications for, and hearings during, investigations. 


Nature of Information to Accompany Applications.— 
The applicant for an investigation under Section 336 
should file with his application all information available

to him which he believes to be pertinent. Information of 
the character indicated below will be especially helpful. 
(1) Comparability of the domestic and foreign article(s) 

and the degree of competition between them. 


(2) Tendency of domestic production and sales, whether 


upward or downwards, and the tendency of imports, 
(3) Tendency 
years. 


of cost of production and prices in recent 


(4) Evidence of difference between foreign and domestic 
costs of production of the article(s) involved. 

(5) Areas of greatest competition between the imported 
and domestic products and the principal market or markets 


in the United States. 


(6) Transportation costs and other costs incident to de- 
livery of the article(s) to the principal market or markets 
of the United States and/or other relevant factors that 
constitute, in the opinion of the applicant, an advantage or 
disadvantage in competition. 


(7) Any other information which the applicant believes 
the Commission should consider. 


Public Hearing.—Without excluding other factors, and 
with a view to assisting interested parties in preparing 
for the hearing, the Commission will expect attention to 
be concentrated upon :— 


Facts which should be considered in appraising the com- 
petitive strength in the markets of the United States of 
the foreign and domestic articles. 


Facts bearing upon the degree of likeness or similarity as 
between grades, classes, and price groups of the American 
products and the imported article. 


Any direct evidence as to comparative unit costs will 
constitute one of the main problems to be considered, but 
bare factory costs consisting of an estimate of outlay for 
raw materials, wages paid, and other direct charges 
incident to processes of production will not entirely suffice. 
Secondary costs, such as depreciation, depletion, charges 
for rent, interest on investments, cost of containers, trans- 
portation charges, insurance, and general expenses, must 
all be reckoned into the cost equation. 


Additional factors are:—Principal competing country ; 
principal American market or markets; representative 
period of time for cost inquiry; the extent to which 
invoice of wholesale prices are reliable evidence of foreign 
costs; any other evidence of unit production costs, both 
foreign and domestic; domestic areas or producing units 
to be selected as being competitive with the imported 
article; other significant advantages or disadvantages in 
competition. 


Finally, parties interested appearing at public hearings 
are expected to present definite and affirmative informa- 
tion rather than generalities and conjectures. 


Evidence at Hearings.—Witnesses giving evidence at 
public hearings wil] be sworn. No documentary evidence 
will be accepted unless verified under oath by the person 
offering the same to be a true statement of the facts con- 
tained therein. Evidence, oral or written, submitted at 
hearings, shall, upon the order of the Commission, be 
ubject to verification from the books, papers and records 
of the parties interested and from any other available 
sources of information.

The types of British goods most in evidence at the Fair 
were industrial equipment and preserved foodstuffs. 

The increased participation in the Fair of German firms 
is striking and represents the first effort of German manu- 
facturers to participate on a large and highly organised 
scale. It is claimed that the resultant business transacted 
by these firms was of a substantial character. 

Particular interest attaches to the Colonial Section, in 
which not only the nearby territories of Algeria, Tunis and 
Morocco were represented, but also such distant colonies as 
Madagascar and Indo-China. The activity centreing upon 
the French Colonial stands suggests that the importance of 
Marseilles as a distributing centre for colonial trade might 
be studied with advantage by British exporters. 

Figures of the turnover of business carried on at the Fair 
are not yet available, but it is anticipated by the promoters 
that it will exceed the already substantial figure of 30 
million franes in 1929.

NEW DRAFT ORDER-IN-COUNCIL. 


WROUGHT ENAMELLED HOLLOW-WARE OF 
IRON AND STEEL. 


The text is given below of the Draft Order-in-Council 
laid before Parliament in pursuance of Section 7 of the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, on Wednesday, November 
12, 1930: 


At the Court at , the day of , 193 . 


Present, 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 and 17 Geo. 5, c. 53), it is 
provided that after an enquiry in relation to goods of any 
class or description has on a reference from the appro- 
priate Department been held by a Committee appointed for 
the purposes of the said Act and the report of the Com- 
mittee on the matter has been taken into consideration 
by the Department, that Department may, unless it appears 
to them that the trade of the United Kingdom or the trade 
generally of other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with 
the United Kingdom would be prejudiced if imported goods 
of that class or description for use or consumption in the 
United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they 
bear an indication of origin, make a representation to His 
Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be made 
under the said Section 2, and His Majesty in Council may 
thereupon, subject to the provisions of the said Act, make 
an Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure for sale in 
the United Kingdom of imported goods of that class or 
description unless they bear an indication of origin: 


And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Section an enquiry in relation to the class or descrip- 
tion of goods to which the present Order relates, has on 
reference from the appropriate Department, namely, the 
Board of Trade (hereinafter called the Board), been held 
by a Committee appointed for the purposes of the said 
Act and the report of that Committee has been taken 
into consideration by the Board: 


And whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section 
(1) of the said Section it appears to a Committee to be 
desirable that any imported goods should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation, and the Committee so 
reports to the appropriate Department, that Department, 
unless, having regard to all the circumstances of the case 
including the re-export trade of the United Kingdom in 
that class or description of goods, it considers such action 
undesirable, may make a representation to His Majesty 
that it is desirable that the goods should bear an indica- 
tion of origin at the time of importation, and His 
Majesty may by Order-in-Council under the said Section 
(without prejudice to His Powers under sub-section (1) of 
the said Section) make provision accordingly : 


And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of 
other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions with the United 
Kingdom would be prejudiced if the goods described in 
this Order imported for use or consumption in the United 
Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an 
indication of origin, and the Board have accordingly 
made representations to His Majesty that it is desirable 
that an Order should be made under the said Section 2: 


And whereas the Committee have reported to the Board 
that it appears to them to be desirable that the goods 
described in this Order should bear an indication of origin 
at the time of importation: 


And whereas the Board having had regard to all the cir- 
cumstances of the case including the re-export trade in 
those goods have made representations to His Majesty that 
it is desirable that the goods described in this Order should 
hear an indication of origin at the time of importation: 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of 
His Privy Council, in pursuance of the powers vested

in Him by the said Section and of all other powers enabling 
Him in that behalf is pleased to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 


1. It shall not be lawful to import into the United 
Kingdom any wrought enamelled hollow-ware whether of 
iron or steel of a description commonly used for domestic 
purposes or to sell or expose for sale in the United 
Kingdom any such imported enamelled hollow-ware unless 
it bears an indication of origin. 


2. The indication of origin shall be durably applied to 
each article in a contrasting colour by means of printing 
before fusing, sand blasting, or stamping with acid or 
silicate of soda, provided that the lid or cover accompany- 
ing a pot, bow! or dish or other article need not be marked 
where the article itself bears an indication of origin. 


3. Nothing in this Order shall apply to:—

Tumblers graduated, Sickfeeders, Graduated 
Measures, Blood Measures, Solution and Evapor- 
ating Bowls, Chemists’ Infusion Pots, Bandage 
Boxes and Chemists’ Jars.
